The Governor General bas directed the publication of the following letter from His Exeellency 
the Governor of Scinde, with its several enclosures. 

‘The Governor General hus much satisfaction in making generally known the able dispositions 
made by Captain Thomas, of the 8th Bombay native infantry, for the defence of the entrenched camp 
during the battle near Hyderabad, on the 24*h of March, 

The Governor General has likewise much satisfaction in making known the names of the officers 
and men, who have been already reported as specially distinguished in the battle of Hyderabad. 
The reports from the remaining regiments will be published whenever they may be received.

My Lorp, oa 
I have the honor to enclose to your Lordship, the reports made by officers com 
manding regiments, of remarkable actions performed by individuals under their command, in the 
battle fought on the 24th March. : 

‘Also the report of Captain Thomas, of the 6th N. I, of the preparations made by him for the 
defence of the entrenchments at the Residency, to attack which the enemy had detached five 
thousand’ mon to Hooserie, a village hard by, but subsequently he recalled this force to his main 
body at Dubba. It is right that I should state how much importance attached to the defence of the 
entrenchments, which there was every reason to believe would be attacked, as also the town of 
Hyderabad, , These twp garrisons diminished my force by 1,079 men and to pieoes of cannon, and I 
have to express my sense of the good arrangements and neal of Major “Reid and Captain Thomas, 
the officers whom (greatly against their own wishes) I ordered to remain in command of these two 


garriegns, have, &e.

: The grent pressure of business prevented my sooner having forwarded these reports. 
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From Captain A. THo3tas, 
« ‘ummaniing entrenched Camp, 
To the Acting Assistant Adjutant General, 
Scinde Fred Force. 
Camp, Hyderabad, 8th April, 1843, 

Sir, 

Thave the honor to transmit for the information of Major General Sir Charles 
J. Napier, K. C, B, Govetnor of Seinde, that on the departure of the force on the morning of the 
24th of March, my first care was to assign posts to the officers and men under my command, which 
was done mm the following manner : To Lieutenant Steward, of the 16th grenadiers Bengal N. L., was 
contided the defence of the left flank of the breast-work; to Lieut, Bosanquet, of tho same regiment, 
the nght flank ; and Lieutenant Pruen, Bombay artillery, and myself took charge of the front and 
reserve. The two guns left with me were most judiciously placed en Larhette, by Lieutenant Pruen, 
so that in case of attack they would have swept the whole of the works in front, and one entire flank. 
‘Two parties of sepoys, consisting of fifty men each, were formed as a reserve and posted fifty paces 
on each side of the abattia, leading into the Residency compound. The remaining sepys were place 
ed round the works, at intervals of ten paces distant, in single files, supported by matchlockmen and 
dismounted horsemen belonging to Meer Ali Morad, under the command of Sirdar Ali Hussein, 
Each flank abutting on the Indus, was further protected by the Meteor and Nimrod, armed steamers, 
which effectually guarded against either of them being turned. 

A reserve of fifty horse was posted in rear of the Residency compound equally distant from both 
flanks, and so as to be able to co-operate where most required, A similar reserve, and for a similar 
purpose, was posted in the centre of the front of the breast-work. The Khyheery horse were divid- 
ed into two parties and placed one hundred paces m rear of each flank near the river, so that had 
either flank been turned these men would have been at hand to drive the enemy back without requir- 
ing any man behind the breast-work to leave his post. 


Forty men of the Scinde horse under a jemadar, defended on foot that part of the breast-work 
hehind which they had encamped. 

After posting the men, and seeing that each knew his position so as to full in his proper place 
ata moment’s warning, half the men were toki off as a working party to render the unfimshed 
entrenchments as secure as the limited time allowed us would admit of. By the evening I con- 
sidered we were perfectly secure, having placed abattis composed of babool trees, wherever we 
were unable to finish the trench. 

Half the men during the day were always at their posts. At sunset every man fell in at his 
allotted station, and bis arms, ammunition, Xe., were carefully inspected. During the night 
sentries were placed at intervals of twenty yards, the entire round of the works the remaining mea 
sleepiug in their accoutrements, with the arms loaded by them; the officers doing the game. 
Oatlying picquets of horse were stationed two hundred and fifty yards outside the entrenchment 
on both flanks and front, who threw out videttes aud patrolled at the distance of from one to two 
miles from the works, each patrol crossing the other every half hour, and a report hourly delivered 
during the night. ‘These at sun-rise were withdrawn, and smaller parties of horse swept round the 
outnp at four and five miles distance during the day. 

These were the arrangements I deemed proper for the defence of the camp, the charge of 
which I had the honor to be entrusted with by the Major General and Governor in Seinde; and 
although no attack was made on the camp, still L hope I shall not be deemed presumptuous in 
declaring that from the zeal and alacrity displayed by both officers and men under my command, 
there was no fear that, although our numbers were small and the works exteusive to defend, had 
we been attacked we would have endeavoured to emulate the gallant example set us by the troops 
under the Major General, more particularly after the re inforcement was received under Brevet 
Captain Unwin, artillery, consisting of forty European artillery men, and two 68-pounder howitzers. 


On the morning of the 24th March, we were re-inforced by the Persian Prince Aga Khan, 

with tweuty-five horsemen. Fle informed me that he had been driven out of Jarrick by three 
thousand Beloochees, with the loss on his side of one hundred killed and wounded in action, out of 
one hundred and thirty. 
-  Ouly on one oceasion did [ hear of any Beloochees being within four miles of me, and then Sir- 
dar Ah Hussein with eighty horse, was despatched just before daybreak to reconnoitre, with orders 
to sweep the country for seven oreight miles round. Hb returned at 10 a. 24, and reported thut no 
enemy was to be seen or heard of. ‘I'his proved to be the cuse, and with the exception of detached 
parties on the other side of the river progressing towards the bills, nothing more was teard of 
he enemy. 

On the arrival of the Planet, steamer, from Sukkur, Lieutenant: McLeod of the 20th regiment 
WN. 1, volumeered his services, us alse did Lieutenant Pottinger of the 15th regiment N. I,,.of which 
1 gladly availed myself, in 
»  Sitdar Al Hussein j:tnost zealously with me, as also did all his people. The Khyree 
chiefs and their mon behaved also very well, ae ; 

In conclusion, I beg to express my thanks for the nce T received from the, officers during 
the tine | whe in command of the entrenched cai,” ea :

Tn obedience to Division Orders I have the honor to report, for the information 
of Major General Sir C J. Napier, K. C. B, Commanding in Sinde and Beloochiatan, that | am 
unable to particulatize any individual who prominently distinguished himself in action on the 24th 
instant. I trust, however, the Major General will not consider me presumptuous in bringing to his 
notice the ateadiness of the regiment when under a very heavy fire close in front of the village on the 
enemy's right, and where we had the irreparable misfortune of losing a gallant and much esteemed 
officer, Captain Garrett. In the same place: Lieutenant Snow had his horse and shoulder scales 
struck by matehlock bullets. 

‘The enemy appearing to occupy the village in great force, I did not consider myself justified in 
leaving the left of our guns exposed, before the order reached me, “ cavalry to the front,” when 
Timmediurely advanced, and came round the village, passing in my way to the Fulaillee, three deep 
nullahs, Woe first advanced a short distance to the left, but seeing no enemy, returned, and then 
went off to the right, and followed up the enemy for about six miles, cutting up all we met, and 
brought in two camels. ‘The ground was much intersected by numerous deep canals, and [ am 
happy to state All the men behaved in a most_soldier-like manner; were perfectly obedient to 
every word of command I gave, and moved steadily in line throughout the whole charge.

spicuous in the regiment. 1 hope, I am not doing injustice by mentioning the followmg names: 
Lieutenant Coote was the first to surmount the enemy’s works, and whilst waving a Standard he 
captured, and giving assistance to a soldier to reach the crest of the breast-work, was severely 
wounded.

The regiment was 
ordered to reserve its fire tll within ten or fifteen paces of the enemy, and not a shot was fired till £ 
gave the word, which I did not do till I got to within from ten to fifteen paces from the canal conso- 

ently the whole regiment was able to jump into it at almost the same moment, and advanced in 
the same order, as much as the nature of the position admitted, the most active getting up the centra 
ridge first. Officers not being encumbered with a musket and pouch, of course had the advantage ; 
but I can safely say, that none were backward, and I consider it would be invidious to mention the 
name of auy, whom chance, or a superior degree of bodily activity, had enabled to gain a position to 
which all appeaed to aspire equally. 

To prove that I was as well supported by my men as I could desire, I hope it may not be con 
sidered foreign to the subject to mention, that though attacked by several men, one after the other, [ 


had not occasion once to act in my own defence.

On seemg this, Ensign 
Nixon and Lieutenant Thomson, 25th regiment, instantly rushed into it, sword in hand, and attack- 
ed the enemy, eight in number. Tho former officer cut down three with bis own hand, but wlule so 
engaged, his life was saved by the latter (Lieutenant Thomson) warding off cuts male at him, The 
sepoys having, n the megan time got in, disposed of the remaining five, In this affair subadar Rus- 
sall Singh, a gallant old native officer, took a prominent part, and had tis sword bioken 1m giving 
point to one of the enemy, and color havildar Hoolass Singh, grenadier company, got a wound tn the 
leg by asword cut, In addition to these Lieutenant Thomson has mentioned to me, that havildar 
Balhk Ram Tewarree, 5th; naick Ram Sah Panday, 4th; private Pursaud Maray, Sth: and pri- 
vate Soomur Singh, 5th companies, particularly distinguished themselves by their courageous con- 
duct on the occasion referred to, and all four were wounded in it. 

3. In conclusion I can only state that, so far as came under my observation, every olficer and 
man in the 2d brigade did his duty well and truly.

ACT No. VI. OF 1843. 


Passed by the Hon'ble the President of the Council 
of India in Councit, on the 2st of Aprid 1343, 
with the assent of the Right How'ble the Governor 
General of India. 


An Act for amending the Law concerning the juris- 
diction and procedure of the Cuurts of dmeens and 
Moonsiffs. 

I.—In modification of Clause 4, Section 18, 
Regulation V. of 1831, Bengal Code, it is herby 
enacted, that in the trial and decision of all origi- 
nal Suits referred to them by the Judge, the 
Principal Sudder Ameens shall be guided by the 
rules established for the conduct of business in 
the Courts of the Zillah and City Judges. 

II.—And it is hereby enacted, that the provi- 
sions of Section 4, Act No, XXV. of 1837, 
in respect to appeals from decisions passed by 
Principal Sudder Ameens, in Suits of the nature 
speciied therain, be extended to all interlocutory 
orders passed by those Officers in such Suits, 

I)L—And it is hereby enacted, that such parts 
of Regulation 2x, 1814, aa prohibit the Sudder 
Ameeng, and Moonsiffs from requiring securit; 
from defendants ; or from attaching the Pro ny 
in caseg pending before them; or from Rakzing 
fines ioe 0 thew without firet obtaiiiing the 
sanction of thé Zillah Judge, be repealed, § * 

IV.—And itis he eugated, that it shall be 
competent to the Sudder Ameens and Moonsiffs to 
demand secutity ftom the defendant, under the 








provisions of Sections 4 and 5, Regulation Jf, 
1306, in cases pending before them; aud alsh ty 
proceed, without reference to the Zillah Judie, to 
the realization of finos imposed by them, povided 
that all orders passed bythe Sudder Amo ne and 
Moonsiffs under this Seetion, be subject to an 
appeal to the Zillah Judge. 

V.—And it is hereby enacted, in modifi eating 
of Section 22, Regulation V. of 1831, that decrees 
pasced in the Courts of the Judges or Principal 
Sudder Ameens, in cases of appeal ftom the dee 
sions of the Sudder Amcens or Movnsiffs, shall be 
executed by the Courts in which the orginal de. 
cisions were passed, under the general rules. pre. 
scribed for the exccution of decrees passed i, 
those Courts—applications for the execution of 
such decrees shall be presented, together with a 
certified copy of the decree of the Judge or Pine 
cipal Sudder Ameen to the Court of orginal 
jurisdiction. In appeals from the orders of the 
Moonsiff or Sudder Amcen im such cases the 
decision of the Zilla or City Judge shall be final, 

VI—And it is hereby enacted, that Clause 2, 
Section 13, Regulation XXIII. 1814, and Clause 
4, Section 5, Regulation V. 1831, be repealed. 

VII.—And it is hereby enacted, that no person 
whatever shall, by reason of placo of birth, or by 
reason of descent, he in any Civil proceeding what- 
ever, exempted feum the jurisdiction of the Courts 
of the Moonsiffy, in the ‘Territories subject to the 
Presidency of Fort William in Bengal, 

VIII.—And itis hereby enacted, that persons 
invested with the powers of Moonsiff shall be com. 
petent to receive, try, and determine suits of every 
description under the restrictions as to local jurs+ 
diction and value of property mentioned in Clauses, 
1, 2 and 8, Section 5, Regulation V. 1831. Pio- 
vided, however, that no Moonsiff shall try any suit, 
in which he himself, or any of his relauves, or de- 
pendants, or any of the Vakeels or Officers of his 
Court shall be a party. 

I1X.—And it is hereby enacted, that in cases, 
where by reason of the ubove Suction, a Moons 
cannot try a suit because he himself, or any of his 
relatives, or dependants, or any of the Vakeels or 
Officers of his Court isa party to the suit, it shall 
nevertheless be competent to the Moousiff to re~ 
ceive the suit, and forward it to the Judge of the 
Zillah to whieh he is subordinate, who may there- 
upon refer the same for trial and decision to any 
other Moonsiff of the District.
